INSTALLING BATTERIES 

You need two C batteries (not supplied) 
to power the Light-Up Froggy. We rec- 
ommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 


Cautions: 


• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type.

Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries of 
different capacities. 


Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1 . Remove the screw from the battery 
compartment’s cover, then push a 
flathead screwdriver into the cover’s 
slot and gently pry open the cover. 



2. Place the batteries in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 



3. Close the cover and replace the 
screw. 

Replace the batteries when the Light- 
Up Froggy’s light dims. 

Warning: Dispose of batteries prompt- 
ly and properly. Do not bury or burn 
them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
light for several weeks, remove the bat- 
teries. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can damage electronic parts. 


OPERATION 

Push the latch on the Froggy’s handle 
forward. The Froggy’s mouth opens 
and the light turns on. Close the Frog- 
gy’s mouth to turn off the light. 
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REPLACING THE BULB 

If the bulb goes out, replace it with a 
new 2.47-voit, 300 mA Type 14 buib 
(not suppiied), avaiiabie at your iocai 
RadioShack store. 



1 . Push the iatch on the Froggy’s han- 
die forward to open its mouth. 

2. Use a screwdriver to remove the 
bezei screw, then gentiy pry off the 
bezei securing the buib’s iens. 


3. Remove the iens and rotate the oid 
buib counterciockwise to remove it. 

4. Instaii a fresh buib by threading it 
ciockwise into the buib socket. 

5. Repiace the iens, snap the bezei in 
piace, and repiace the screw.

To enjoy your Light-Up Froggy for a 
iong time: 

• Keep the Froggy dry and away from 
dust and dirt. 

• Use and store the Froggy oniy in 
normai temperature environments. 

• Handie the Froggy gentiy and care- 
fuiiy. Don’t drop it. 

Modifying or tampering with the Frog- 
gy’s internai components can cause a 
maifunction and invaiidate its warranty. 
If your Froggy is not performing as it 
shouid, take it to your iocai RadioShack 
store for assistance.
